Fedder To Present Workshops 
on Divorce and Prejudice 


Dr. Norman J. Fedder, 
Distinguished Professor and 
Director of Graduate Studies in 
the theatre program at Kansas 
State University, will be offering 
two unique and interesting 
sessions during the upcoming 
AKT Convention. | 

"Coping With Divorce 
Through Drama: A 
Performance/Discussion of the 
play Custody" will be one of 
these sessions. Custody, written 
and directed by Fedder, was 
written to be utilized in the 
counseling of divorced parents 
The play will be given a staged 
reading. Following this, the 


characters will be interviewed in 
role; after which, the audience will 
be invited to ask them questions, 
followed by a discussion of the 
issues raised. Performers will 
include Charles Bland, Brinton 
Everett, Elizabeth Robbins, and Jay 
Robbins, 

A panel of representative 
bigots, role-played by AKT 
members, will be interviewed in 
"Confronting Prejudice Through 
Drama: A Meeting of Bigots 
Anonymous." After the 
presentation, audience members 
will be invited to confront the 
prejudices of the participants, and a

KANSAS THEATRE HALL OF FAME 


"This award shall be given for extraordinary work and commitment to the 
theatre over an EXTENDED period of time; the person should be from 
Kansas or have worked in Kansas for an EXTENDED period of time.” 


The Hall of Fame Award is the highest honor AKT bestows. It was 
established in 1980 with the induction of Karl Bruder, Jed Davis, Irene 
Vickers Baker, Bob Gard, and Peggy Green. Since that time, the following 
individuals have been added: George Murdock and Mary Jane Teall (98)), 
William Gibson (1983), the late William Inge (1984), Charles Kephart and 
Gladys Six (1985), Bruce and Veda Rogers (986), Twink Lynch (987), 
Richard Welsbacher and Charles Lown (1988), Norman Fedder (1990), 
Demmarree Carns and Dale Easton (991), William Kulkhe (992), and 
Mildred Brown, Ernestine Hayes, and Martha Herrick (1993). 


OUTSTANDING ACHIEVEMENT IN THEATRE 


"This award shall be given for an achievement of state, regional, or 
national significance; may be short-term or long-term in nature.” Last 
year's winner was Shawnee Mission North High School. 


STEVEN B. CATHEY AWARD 


"This award shall be given to business leaders or organizations who exhibit 
the same breadth of vision as Steven B. Cathey of Southwestern Bell in 
their endeavors to bring business and the arts together in Kansas." 


Established in 1987 in honor of the late Steven B. Cathey of Southwestern 
Bell Telephone, who was instrumental in creating their Kansas Arts 
Excellence Program, this award replaces the old Kansas Business and 


Theatre Awards which were given to businesses that "supported theatre in 
Kansas." Last year's award was presented to Hills Inc. for its support of 
the arts in general, and the Topeka Performing Arts Center in particular. 


AWARD OF MERIT 


"This award shall be given for an achievement, short-term in nature, and 
primarily local in impact." 


Last year's recepients were Cloud County Community College Summer 
Theatre Academy, for providing theatrical opportunities for young people 
in culturally disadvantaged areas; Ray Makalous, for coordinating an 
original musical, Overland; and Paul Prece, for developing the children's 
theatre program at Washburn University. 


LEGISEATOR AWARD 


The Legislator Award recognizes those members of branches of the state or 
federal legislature who demonstrate outstanding support for theatre and 
the arts, as documented by their voting records or other concrete evidence. 
(Attendance at plays alone is not sufficient for this award.) State 
Representative Carol Sader, Prarie Village, received the 1991 award. 


Nomination of outstanding high school teachers and administrators for 
special awards will also be solicited through mailings to each of the high 
schools within the state.
